EDUCATIONAL WORKS. 

Proressors and teachers, in preparing to resume 
their duties after the summer vacation, will doubt- 
less be attracted to the numerous advertisements 
of educational works contained in our present num- 
ber. In the actual practice of the business of in- 
struction, nothing is more helpful to the teacher, 
or more beneficial to the student, than a suitable 
text-book. If it be self-explaining, it relieves the 
teacher from labor in the class-room; and if it be

Strange Newes of the Intercepting Certaine Letters, 
1593; Returns of the Renowned Cavaliers ; Propo- 
sals for Sending back the Gentry of Ireland, etc., 
$85 ; another collection of rare tracts and pam- 
phlets, in 20 vols. 4to., containing, among other 
things, A Looking Glasse for Lordly Prelates, 1636; 
The Master of the Temple as bad a Lawer as the 
Dean of Paul’s is a Divine, 1696; A Briefe Relation 
of certain Passages and Speeches in the Starre 
Chamber, etc., $60 ; a scrap-book containing scarce 
caricatures and portraits; a volume of scarce cari- 
catures after Rowlandson, and a similar volume of 
curious theatrical prints, $80. 

I think the following letter from Mr. Tom Taylor 
deserves a place in these columns. It was ad- 
dressed to the “Times.” “ Sir—In his flattering 
notice of my play of ‘Mary Warner’ your theatrical 
critic alludes to a report of its being adapted from 
a novel. The theatrical critic of the ‘Atheneum’ 
goes further, calling the play ‘a dramatic version 
of Mr. Gilbert’s novel, Margaret Meadows,’ and 
adding that ‘the principal features of the original 
story, including a considerable portion of the dia- 
logue, are retained.’ I can only say that the critic 
of the ‘Athenzum’ must be speaking at second 
hand, and that he has been misinformed. ‘ Mary 
Warner’ is not an adaptation of ‘Margaret Mea- 
dows.’ The only feature it has in common with 
Mr. Gilbert’s story (30 far as I remember the latter) 
is that in both an innocent woman takes on herself 
the guilt of another, but Margaret Meadows sacri- 
fices herself for a son, Mary Warner for a husband ; 
and the son is guilty while the husband is innocent; 
and this innocence is the pivot of interest in the 
play and gives its novelty and effect to the situation 
in the visitor’s cell at Brixton. If there is one 
sentence of dialogue identical in the play and the 
story, it must be little less than a miracle, for it is 
some years since I read ‘ Margaret Meadows,’ and I 
wrote every word of the dialogue of ‘Mary Warner’ 
within the last four months, without any reference 
to Mr. Gilbert’s story. The truth is, the play grew 
out of a conversation some fifteen months ago with 
Mr. Gilbert, the author of ‘Margaret Meadows,’ who 
suggested the subject of a woman’s accusation of 
herself for love of another as a good one for dra- 
matic treatment, and who referred me to a story of 
his own (in ‘Once a Week,’ if I remember aright) 
in which the action and expression of Mary War- 
ner in the scene of the police-court (‘Are these the 
hands of a thief?’) are introduced. While fully 
conceding to Mr. Gilbert the suggestion of the sub- 
ject and one of the leading incidents and situations 


of making dramatic use of the subject, he was not 

associated with me in the authorship as he was in

We are glad to learn (says the “ Pall Mall Ga- 
zette”’), from an amusing dialogue in “ La Vie Pari- 
sienne,” that the necessity of classifying French 
novels has at last been recognized. A lady enter- 
ing a circulating library asks for a novel. “I 
don’t know how to tell you exactly the kind I 
want,” she says. ‘Oh, I think we shall be able to 
suit you,” was the reply. “I mean something 
lively,” explains the intending reader; “the sort 
of book that would not be precisely suitable for the 
library of a young girl.’? Marie,” cries the 
keeper of the book-shop to her assistant, “ novel 
fora woman of thirty-five.” 


Tae “ Nation,” speaking of Ernest Renan’s new 
work, “Saint Paul,” says: As idyls—accompanied 
by erudite notes and critical introductions, as 
fanciful pictures of a “ pastorale délicieuse”—as M. 
Renan designates the life of the earliest followers 
of the Son of Man—the “Jésus” and the “Apdtres” 
are really charming productions. It matters nothing 
that the idyl sometimes almost loses its character, 
and is, almost imperceptibly, changed into an epic. 
Idyllic and epic elements are not incompatible in 
poetry; the picture of the origins of an Utopia 
must be both epic and idyllic. But Utopias are, 
unfortunately, only creations of poets or visions of 
prophets. The Golden Age, the commonwealth of 
Plato, the “last days” of Isaiah—none of these 
belongs to the domain of history. And no “ grande 
épopée” of human history, from Moses to Napoleon, 
has been idyllic; least of all the French Revolu- 
tion, with which M. Renan so much likes to com- 
pare the revolution he depicts. And yet it is for 
history—critical history —that he endeavors to palm 
upon us those delicious pastorals. As history, they 
are far from being delicious—if in fact they are not 
quite the contrary. The ingenious processes, by 
which our author transforms rugged, rude, and ig- 
norant Galilee—the Galilee of the procurators, the 
sicaru, and exorcists—into an earthly paradise, full 
of love and joy and sunshine, numberless miracles 
into natural facts, and all kinds of psychological 
or historical incongruities into apparently logical 
developments—those processes are equalled in un- 
criticalness only by the method he applies in ex- 
amining ecclesiastico-traditional testimony, and 
Which makes him so often enter as historical a 
small part of an evidence the bulk of which he 
Tejects as forged, falsified, based on superstition, or 
stogether incredible. M. Renan, without any qua- 
; cation, rejects as incredible everything superna- 

Ural ; but the shadows that accompany the deli- 
heations of supernatural things he saves, and— 
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| quite as artfully as artistically—works them into 
new images. His new images are often excellent 
|imitations of the sacred one he tears; but while 
| orthodoxy must spurn them as devoid of all sacred 
| substance, mere unimpassioned criticism, too, can 
see in them little more than shadows. The age of 
Jesus is a fit subject for the pen of sceptical his- 
| torians ; his life can be written only by a believer, 
for all we have about him comes from unconditional 
believers. 


THACKERAY AND HIS WORKS. 


As absolute reproductions of the aspect of human 
life, which they are meant to reflect, Thackeray’s 
novels are first in their class. As prose fictions, 
they are in this respect like the poetry of Crabbe, 
but they have a breadth and depth, and at their 
heart, especially the later ones, a tenderness to 
which Crabbe never attained. They bear one test 
of works of a high order—they charm in a second 
reading. In important respects, indeed, the pleasure 
of the second perusal surpasses that of the first. 
They owe so little to mere plot, whose artifices in 
fact they disdain; they unfold themselves with so 
much of the gradual opening of actual life, that the 
anticipation of the story which is constantly in the 
memory in a second reading, hardly diminishes the 
enjoyment. The second reading is like the second 
meeting with people whose company was pleasant 
to us at the first. For the loss of novelty the reader 
is more than compensated by the power he now pos- 
sesses of marking more perfectly the subtle anatomy 
of human nature, the quiet moral feeling, the bene- 
volence which wears indeed often the robe of satire, 
but wounds only to heal. It cannot be denied indeed 
that in Thackeray there is something which, on 
the surface at least, looks like self-repetition, that 
there is in him, as compared, for example, with so 
rich and fertile a genius as Dickens, something of 
monotony. But the more we read Thackeray the 
more we see in this the result of faithfulness to 
his conception of his work. “ There is no such gain 
of time,” says Bacon, “as to iterate often the state 
of the question,’’ and this is largely the nature of 
Thackeray’s iterations. Chalmers (who got the 
idea from Paul) declares that there is no one thing 
which has so much moral force as repetition. If 
you want to give power to a word, keep on saying 
it. A man full of his message will say it over 
often, and such a man was Thackeray. But it may 
be said furthermore, with perfect truth, that his 
repetition and monotony are the repetition and 
monotony of the actual life he drew. The world is 
just so, and if Thackeray tires us of life, it is just 
as life tires us of itself. No doubt there are many 
dogs in Landseer’s pictures, and all his dogs have a 
generic likeness, but Landseer laid himself out on 
dogs, and his dogs are felicitously canine, and if 
there are many dogs in Landseer there are more in 
the world. 

Dickens’ affluence of human figures is largely con- 
nected with his substitution, after the manner of 
Ben Jonson, of embodied humor or oddities in the 
place of characters. His amplitude is not wholly 
that of nature. The pleasure he gives is often not 
so much that which man derives from the charac- 
ter of man, as that which is given to a child by 
the odd jumpings of harlequins, with spinal cords 
of string, the rollings of heavy-bottomed mandarins, 
the upstartings of legless satyrs, all hair and eyes 
from simulations of snuff. 

With all his greatness, Dickens often runs into 
the vicious confusion of fancy with imagination, as 
if Shakspeare had brought the machinery of “ Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream’’ into the “Merchant of

fancy. It plays with exquisite sportiveness in his | 
Christmas books, and lighter pieces of prose and | 
verse, but he excludes it from his novels, where | 
indeed it would be out of place. 

The solution of Thackeray’s greatness and of his 
defects is no doubt to be found largely in the pre- 
dominating autobiographical character of his writ- 
ings. He had lived, seen, felt, what he drew. He 
has nothing second-hand. He knows what he is 
describing. With him there is no beating of the 
air. We can trace his history and his studies in 
his novels, and it were possible, by taking certain 
parts of them, and arranging them chronologically, 
with the necessary joinings, to make a life of him 
which should be life indeed. 

This autobiographical element is most distinct in 
Pendennis (that incomparable book for young men), 


but it shows itself in all his books, even in those | 
where the time is that of an era long gone, as in| 


“ Esmond,’’ and “ The Virginians.” In the “ New- 
comes,’’ like Thackeray himself, Clive was born 
in the East Indies, studied as a boy at the Charter 
House, the “‘Gray Friars” of the story, had wealth 
and lost it, ‘‘ loved to make caricatures for children,’’ 
studied painting as a profession, visited Rome and 


Paris to perfect himself in it, and abandoned it as | 


the work of his life because his talent for it was 
less than genius. Because of this reproductive- 
ness of his personal life, Thackeray’s characters so 
live in him, and by him, that he finds it as hard to 
abandon them as if they were in the body, as no few 
of them were. This intense feeling gives his stories 
an internal connection even more than the recur- 
rence of the same names. His dream-world was a 
unit, and once led into it, you are never taken 
completely out of it. 

Thackeray has certainly covered sufficiently varied 
ground, geographically, in his novels and sketches. 
India, England, Ireland, France, Germany and the 
Rhine, London and Paris, the Continent at large, 
the points between Corn Hill and Grand Cairo, are

books, but that his eyes were with him in his visit 
of 1853 to our country. 

Nor is there a lack of range in the condition of 
his personages. He wrote of men, from the valet 


giving pain, but with the distinct aim of doing good. 
Amid his airy and captivating humor, and sly, 
refined wit, the easy movement of the man of the 
world, the superiority to all sanctimony, cant, and 


| humbug, a superiority to which even those who 


denounce them do not always rise, but which per- 
tains in the highest degree to him, there exists in 
Thackeray noticeably, though not always noticed, 
a moral earnestness, a strength of conviction desiring 
to bear itself into the hearts of men, which makes 
him an inimitable preacher. The debauched glut- 
ton of novels often feels wearied with Thackeray’s 
preaching in spite of his masterly avoidance of the 
|forms of the sermon. But no man in our lite- 
rature equally with him has made thoughtless 
people swallow so much thought. He has charmed 
|the great class who hate preaching, into listen- 
ing with delight to much of it of the most 
|downright kind. Those who blame him, as even 
| Dickens confesses he did, for “ feigning a want of 
earnestness,” do not appreciate an essential excel- 
lence of his method, without which he would have 
failed where the pulpit in its conventional form, 
| and largely because it is conventional, always fails. 
He is a great novelist, and a yet greater moralist. 

From the wild gayety, and irrepressible fun of the 
| boy, he leads his reader to the most solemn prob- 
| lems of life. None who have read themselves into 

Thackeray can mistake his irony for levity. His 
wit is the glove of his sensitiveness. He is not 
| often pathetic ; his manliness forbids him to coquet 
| with what is too holy to be made common. Those 
| who weep true tears are not willing to weep often. 
| But his pathos though not frequent is genuine, as 
| touching as it is simple. It produces ordinarily 
|a long gentle sadness, rather than a paroxysm of 
| sorrow. Yet there are some passages of distinct 
pathos. Whocan read aloud the last chapter of the 
| Newcomes? The voice of the reader ceases to be 
| controllable, and his tears hide the words which 
| tell of poor little Rosa laid in her lonely grave. 

In reading Thackeray’s works in the order of time 
in which they were written, it is impossible to avoid

It rarely happens in these enlightened “- 
that writers call their productions romances. 
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becoming the custom rather to scoff at romance as 
a weakness pertaining to a bygone age, and now 
only indulged in by school-girls of the conventional 
type, or spinsters of uncertain age. But, however 
much society may assume a stoical indifference or 
lofty superiority in such matters, romance, under 
different names, finds as many readers now as it 
did in the middle ages. Even that stout old lexi- 
cographer, Dr. Johnson, is said to have been enthu- 
siastically delighted by the old Spanish folio ro- 
mance of “ Felixmarte, of Hircania,’” and similar 
works. But our modern romances have taken the 
form of novels, and are issued not in ten ponderous 
folios, but in three or even one neat octavo. Since 
the time when Charlotte Bronté introduced a new 
style of novel-writing, now known as the “sensa- 
tional,” of which the works of George Eliot and 
Miss Braddon are samples, the demand for these 
highly-spiced productions has never ceased, but is 
as great now as when “Jane Eyre’’ teok the read- 
ing world by storm in 1847.

a worthier suitor, by fabricating a plausible tale of 
his inconstancy, which causes the engagement to 
be suddenly broken off. Meta Gray, however, falls 
into a decline, and before her death confesses her 
wickedness. The lovers are again united, marry, 
and, it is to be hoped, are happy ever afterwards. 

The style is graceful and correct, but some of the 
dialogues are rather forced and unnatural. Litera- 
ture and music are made important themes, and 
the way in which they are treated shows the writer 
to possess a highly cultivated and refined taste ; 
and we think she cannot do better than to devote 
more of her “ idle life” to the production of similar 
works.

LAW. 


Essays on Divorce and Divorce Legislation, with Spe- 
cial Reference to the United States. By Theodore 
D. Woolsey, D. D., LL. D. pp. 308. New York: 
Charles Scribner & Co. 

This work is a reprint of articles which appeared 
in the “ New Englander” for 1867 and 1868, with a 
number of changes and additions, among which latter 
some notes at the end of the volume are the most 
considerable. The contents consist of six chapters, 
the subjects of which respectively are—Divorce 
among the Hebrews, Greeks, and Romans—Doctrine 
of Divorce in the New Testament—Law of Divorce 
in the Roman Empire and the Christian Church— 
Divorce and Divorce Law in Europe since the Re- 
formation—Divorce and Divorce Law in the United 
States—Attitude of the Church toward Divorce 
Law ; Principles of Divorce Legislation. The book 
does not strike us as one of very remarkable abi- 
lity or power, and the author’s style is rather heavy 
and unattractive. The most reliable portion is, we 
think, the historical part. The legal portion is of 
little real use to a lawyer, and the doctrinal and 
exegetical portions are in many respects meagre, 
and do not include a sufficient consideration of 
many of the most delicate and difficult of the con- 
siderations involved. After all, when the sacra- 
mental theory is abandoned, as it is by Protestant 
churches, and the New Testament view is regarded 
as almost impracticable, the plane of the whole 
discussion is lowered, and it sinks into a mere so- 
ciological inquiry as to the balance of interests both 
to the parties and the community. If the reader 
would see the subject investigated with an elo- 
quence and splendor unmatched in English litera- 
ture, and would catch glimpses of some of its real 
heights and depths, let him by all means read Mil- 
ton’s treatises, in which the language charms the 
taste, even if the argument does not vonvince the 
understanding. 

The Jurisprudence of Medicine in its Relations to the 
Law of Contracts, Torts, and Evidence ; with a Sup- 
plement on the Liabilities of Vendors of Drugs. By 
John Ordronaux, LL. B., M.D. pp. xvi., 310. 
Philadelphia: T. and J. W. Johnson. 

The author is professor of medical jurisprudence 
in the Law School of Columbia College, New York, 
and is, in consequence of his position, to be pre- 
sumed capable of producing a reliable work. The 
general subject is divided into four parts, treating 
of the rights, remedies, and liabilities of physicians, 
medical evidence, the ethics of medicine, the juris- 
prudence of pharmacy. These subjects are all dis- 
cussed compendiously, but clearly, and with suffi- 
cient fulness to state the principles which apply. 
The author, without overloading his text with legal 


matters which would be unintelligible to a layman, | 
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has nevertheless, as is evident from his “ table of 
cases,” investigated most, if not all, of the English 
and American authorities, and has at the same time 
given many interesting references to Continental 
and Roman jurisprudence. The legal and medical 
aspects of the subject are happily blended, and 
although there are more elaborate treatises on gene- 
ral medical jurisprudence, we are not aware of any 
compact manual in this department which contains 
more useful matter on a larger variety of topics 
than the present one. 

Reports of Cases at Law and in Chancery, Arqued 
and Determined in the Supreme Court of Illinois. 
By Norman L. Freeman. Vol. xliii. pp. viii., 
616. Chicago: E. B. Myers & Co. 

Among the cases in this volume, there is a large 
number involving general principles of law. Mr. 
Freeman, the reporter, seems to make but small 
account of the arguments of counsel. That part 
of the statement of his cases seldom does more than 
note the appearance of Mr. A. B. for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. C. D. for the defendant. We presume this 
is not owing to the want of merit in the arguments 
of counsel, but to the fact that the reporter has 
some special views on the subject which lead him 
to ignore that part of the report of a case. The Su- 
preme Court of Illinois appears to consist of but 
three judges, Pinkney H. Walker being Chief Jus- 
tice, and Sidney Breese and Charles B. Lawrence 
associates. In Streeter v. Streeter, page 165, the 
learned judge has some observations on the mean- 
ing of the words “ immediately” and “ practicable,” 
and in quoting Worcester’s definition, remarks, 
that “no one can question his transcendent ability 
in lexicography.”
